Yesterday & Today 


(By Jack Sutor) 


One of the things the 1953 legi- 
slature is more than apt to do is 
to provide more adequate facilities 
for the insane at the Chattahoo- 
chee State Hospital. That’ prison 
facilities will also be looked into 
is a strong possibility. 

That was the sense of a resolu- 
tion Offered at last fall's Tampa 
caucus ‘of the State House of Rep- 
resentatives by Speaker B. Elliott. 
‘The resolution called on the cap- 
itol to hold up expansion 6f the 
capital center here in Tallahassee 
until the custodial facilities were 
improved. Members of the house 
backed Elliott 84 to 4 on the reso- 
lution. Following the caucus, El- 
liott fired some pretty sharp wires 
Tallahasseeward relative to ‘the 
meaning and intent of the legisla- 
ture. The lanky Pahokee cattle 
man is not blind to prog but 
he likes to see it come with cau- 
tion and balance, and he has spent 
considerable time on the behalf of 
constituents in need of mental 
care,.so he is close to the situation. 

Furthermore, 'he watches the 
taxpayer's dollar'with a critical 
eye. That's a natural attitude be- 
cause he is a self made man, who 
has had to make two blades of 
grass where only one grew before, 
literally. 

The drive for more adequate fa- 
cilities for the care of the state's 
insane gained added support when 
Representative Kenneth Ballinger 
of Leon spoke before the local 
chapter of the American Associa- 
tion of University Professors. Bal- 
linger bore down on the inade- 
quate care of the infant insane, as 
well as the whole problem. 

He declared, “While Florida an- 
nually spends millions on desirable 
but unnecessary buildings for oth- 
er agencies, it keep§ its insane in 
pre-Civil War buildings which are 
so overcrowded that hundreds 
have to be retained in county 
jails.” 

His language was reminiscent of 
that of former Governor Millard 
Caldwell on the subject. Durin” 
his term as governor, Caldwell had 
no reluctance about going into 
hostile political territory, and in a 
few well chosen words blaming 
the citizens who didn’t want to 
pay taxes for the disgtaceful Chat- 
tahoochee situation. 

So with’ the legislature facing a 
bulging state treasury in April, it 
is a safe prediction to say that 
something will. be done about the 
care of the insane in the next ses~ 
sion.

Legislature and the News has the necessary forms for proper registra- 
tion and advertising. 


The charge for advertising the notice the necessary four times 
is $15. 


As:amended by the 1951 session, the law reads as follews: 

“It shall be unlawful for any person or persons,:as defined 
herein, to engage in business as herein defined, under a fictitious 
name as herein defined, without and unless said fictitious name 
shall be registered with the clerk of the circuit court of the coun- 
ty where the principal place of business is, which registration 
shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit signed 
by all interested persons, stating\under oath the names of all 
those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the inte- 
rest of each, and the fictitious name under which said business is 
carried on. Said registration may not be made until the person or 
persons desiring to engage in business under a fictitious name 
shall have advertised his or their intention to register said ficti- 
tious name at least once a week for four (4) consecutive weeks 
in some newspaper as defined by. law in the county where said 

. registration is to be made, and said registration shall not be ac- 
cepted by the clerk of the circuit court except upon receiving 
proof of such publication.”
